with instructions to enquire into and report on the facts of the incidents in 
question. The report submitted by the committee is published herewith for 
the information of the public.

CALCUTTA TRADE FLUCTUATIONS, 


THE following tables are intended to show the trade by all routes, ie., 
by rail, river, canal, road, and sea, of the Calcutta block® in Certain selected 
articles during the six months, April to September, 1921, as compared with 
the corresponding period of 1920 and 1919. The statistics have been compiled 
from returns furnished by the Collector of Customs, Caleutta, Railway 
Audit Offices, Steamer Companies, the Commissioners for the Port of 
Calcutta, the Collectors of the 24-Parganas and Howrah, and the Assistant 
Engineer, Calcutta Canals. 


General Summary. 





Imports.—The imports of rice, including paddyt, into Calentta* by rail, 
river, canal, road, und sea (coastwise) during the six months, April to Septem. 
ber, 1921, amounted to 7,269,000 maunds, a8 against 4,997,000 maunds in the 

~pweorresponding period of the preceding year,—an increase of 2,272,000 maunds 
or 45 per cent, being chiefly due to larger imports of rice from Burma. 
There was a decrease of 16 per cent inthe in ports of coal and coke (57,464,000 
maunds as ugainst 68,179,000 maunds « year ago). The value of the imports 
by rail, river, road, and sea (eoastwise) of Indian cotion cegoods showed 1 
decrease of 18 per cent, the total value amounting to Rs. 4,79 lakhs as against 
Rs. 5,82 lakhs in 1920. The quantity of indigo imported during the six 
months, April to September, 192], decreased from 3,124 maunds last yeur to 
754 maunds. The imports of raw jute amounted to 1,630,000 bales as against 
2,161,000 bales,—a decrease of 531,000 bules or per cent, The importations 
of gunny bags also showed a decrease of 78 million bags (1h4 million bags 
against 232 millions in the preceding yeur.)

Under clause 10 of the Caleutta Electric License, dated the 25th July 
1907, the next option of purchasing the undertaking will accrue in 1928 and 
subsequent options at intervals of ten years thereafter. The Calcutta 
Electric Supply Corporation, Limited, addressed the Government of Bengal 
in their letter of the 30th December 1920, cited above, representing that they 
found it difficult to raise the further capital necessary for the development 
and improvement of their business to meet the growing needs of the public, 
owing ¢o the fact that their existing license is liable to termination in 1928 
and that the consequent uncertainty of tenure deters capitalises from 
investing money in the undertaking. They requested therefore that clause 10 
of the license might be altered so as to provide that the next option of 
purchasing the undertaking should be exercisable in 1938 instead of in 1928 
and successive options at intervals of 20 years thereafter.

‘The report of the previous year und the Government Resolution thereon, 


The administrative year of the Forest Department which formerly ran 
from July to June has beon changed so as to synchronise with the financial 
year. The report presented by the Conservator of Forests therefore gives 
facts and figures for nine months only, that is, from July 1920 to March 
1921. 
Sir Henry Farrington was in charge of the Bengal Forest Circle 
throughout this period. He was on tour for 237 days. 

2. inges in area and administration— he toral area of the 
different classes of forest at the close of the year was 10,698 square miles, 
representing 13 per cent. of the total area of the Province. The decrease of 
5 square miles, as compared with the preceding year, was chiefly due to dis- 
forestation of certain areas to find land for the cultivators displaced by the 
development of Kalimpong as a hill station, and disforestation of 8 square 
miles of protected forest in the Sundarbans. 

3. Working-plans.— Revised working-plans for 46 square miles in the 
Darjeeling Division and for the forests of Jalpaiguri and Buxa Divisions 
were sanctioned during the year, and considerable progress was made in tke 

reparation of working-plans for the forests of Chittagong, Chittagong Hill 
Tracte and Cox's Bazar. 

4. Communications and buildings.— Roads are egsential for forest work, 
and it is satisfactory to find that the Forest Department. were able to con~ 
struct 105 miles of bridle paths. The necessity of a large allotment of funds 
for the maintenance of communications is made apparent by the figures given 
in the ‘report showing the mileage of the roads of various kinds which have 
‘to-be maintained. - ” 

_ A sum of Rs. 40,000 was spent on the purchase of a new bungalow for 
‘the Divisional Forest Officer in Darjeeling, but the rest of the expenditure 
on buildings was made up of smailitems. 

5. Protection.—

reproduction of trees, both natural and artificial. hichever method is 
followed, constant attention and protection against wild animals and cattle — 
are essential. a 

7. Exploitation.—'The fact that the figures in the report under review 
are for nine months only, makes comparison with previous years difficult, but 
allowing for the difference in periods it appears that the outturn of timber 
and fuel and of minor forest produce has been well maintained. It may be 
noted that whilst under their agreements the Buxa Timber and Trading 
Company paid no royalty on_ the timber felled-during 1920-21, and Messrs, 
Andrew Yule and Company paid none on the bamboos extracted by them from 
the forests inthe Chittagong Hill Tracts, royalty will be payable by these 
companies from the Ist July 1921 and the Ist January 1922, respectively. 

In exa ng the figures of minor forest produce it 18 to be remembered 
that this term inclades elephants. Excluding the value of elephants, the 
value of the minor forest produce of the nine months was Rs. 2,97,468> as 
compared with Rs, 4,13.772 for the previous twelve months. ‘The two most 
important items aré bamboos and golpatia, A comparison with last year's 
figures indicates that the extraction of bamboos is increasing but that the 
outturn of gol patia is less. 

The value of the elephants captured in the nine months was Rs. 1,18,612 
as compared witli Rs. 84,707 of the preeeding year. ‘The increase is due to 
the higher prices realised, as the number of elephants sold was 53 in 1919-20 
and 47 in 1920-21. The joint elephant malal in which the Bhatan Durbar 
and the Forest Department shared, was more successful than last year, the 
profits of the Forest Department being Rs. 20,490 as compared with 
Rs, 2,507 in 1919-20, The mahal was managed by the officers of the Forest 
Department. 

The operations in Cox's Bazar Division were less successful. The 
elephants captured were sold for Rs. 78,235, but the profit was less than . 
Rs. 10,000. In 1919-20 the figures were Rs. 73,465 and Rs. 21.069. The 
reasons for this comparative want of success were an unfortunate accident 
during a drive which compelled Mr. Marchant, the Divisional Forest Officer 
in charge of the operations, to go to hospital, and the failure of some of the 
principal workers in the absence of Mr. Marchant to construct a stockade in 
the place selected by him, which necessitated further expenditure on another — 
stockade. The incident shows the importance of providing for adequate 
supervision. ‘ 

8. Financial Results.—In Chaptor LIT of the report. the Conservator of — 
Forests has given the figures of revenue and expenditure for the nine 
months of 1920-21 with which the report deals, and for 1919-20. The first 
impression derived from these figures is that whilst the expenditure of 
nine months exceeds that for the whole year, the revenue does not show a’! 
expansion. But apart from ykg fact that a conelusion drawn from“nine n 
figures may be considerab’ ‘ted one 













































¥ expenditure on wh is essential if the resources of — 
“forests are to be devoloped, and is all the more necessary the 
exigencies of the war prevented adequate expenditure on these items in 
recent years. An interesting example of this is furnished by the history of 
plantations. From 1570, when the reservation of forests began, till 1910 
the forests were managed on the assumption that nature would replace 
what man took out. But by 1910 it became only too clear that this was not, 
so, and that valuable timber was being replaced by comparatively worthless 
_ trees. The Forest Departmeni devoted its attention to the best way of 

replacing what was taken out. The cost of plantations rose from Rs. 7,000 

in 1913-14 to Rs. 89,000 in 1919-20, but it may now be said that the Forest 
tment are replacing as much and more than they are taking out, and 
that the future of the forests is assured. To quote from an interesting 
note on the finances of the Forest Devartment written by Mr. Gent, Officiat- 
ing Conservator of Forests, the rule of thumb in forestry is that of the 
gross revenue taken from the forest 40 per cent. may be regarded as net 
revenue. The remaining 60 per cent should be spent and put back into 
the forests in works of development and upkeep. During the war, an 
excessive percentage was taken profit; there is therefore no eause for 
complaint if the profits now fall a little below 40 per cent. owing to 
larger expenditure on restoration and development. 

9. "Phe thanks of the Governor in Council are due to Sir Henry 
Farrington for his successful adutinisiration of the Department throughout 
the tenure of his office in Bengal, embracing a period of 54 years. The 
growth of the Department during this period may be judged from the fact 
that tevenue and expenditure bas increased from Rs. 11,74,795 and 
Rs. 5,90,843 in 1915-16 to Rs, 20,02,819 and Re. 10,55,224 in 1919-20, the 
last year for which complete figures are availa His Excellency in Council 
notices with pleasure the Conservator's apprec mof the good work done 
by the officers of the Department during the year.

The Report of the Board of Revenue on the administration of Wards’, Attached 
and Trost Estates in the Presidency of Hengal for the Bengali year 1337 
(1920-21). 

1. Number of estates under management.—The number of estates 
ander the management of the Court of Wards at the beginning of the year 
was 68. Three new estates were added during the year and seven were 
released, so that at the close of the year the number of estates remaining 
under management was 64, From the account of the various released estates 
in Paragraph 8 of the report, it is gratifying to find that in the majority 
of cases the proprietors got back their property in improved condition, with 
their rentals increased and the debts fully liquidated. It was only in the case 
of one estate, which was hopelessly involved in debt, that nothing could be 
done 

2. Gollection of rent and cesses.—The total demand of rent and cesses 
during the year was Rs, 1,11,99,452, of which only 388 per cent. or 
Rs. 43,50,124 was collected as against 402 per cent. during the precedii 
year, whilst the percentage of total collection on current demand declined from 
105°9 to 101°2. The fall in the price of jate and a rise in the prices of the 
necessaries of life are assigned as reasons for bad collection. The Commis- 
sioner of the Rajshahi Division, however, thinks that tenants took advantage 
of the prevailing unrest to withhold their rents. The Board has already 
taken notice of this defective collection. 

3. Debts of estates.—The total debts of the estates under mandgement 
amounted to Rs. 34,51,337 during the year as against Rs, 37,13,697 during 
the preceding year. The principal was reduced ky Rs. 4,05.738 and the 
interest paid was Rs. 2,32,309. Regular schemes for the repayment of debts 
have been ‘pespartd for most of the important estates and the statement in 
Appendix shows that on the whole repayment has been effected in 
aceordance with them. It is important that the repayment cf debt shonld be ¥ 
regularly maintained, and His Excellency in Council desires to emphasise 
the importance of closely adhering to these achemes.

The late crop is generally thriving well. 

Area sown.—The total area sown with the early crop is returned at 
64,166 acres and that with the late crop 1,713 acres against 68,435 and 4,707 
acres, respectively, in the corresponding forecast of last year. 

Outturn.—The estimated outturn of the carly crop is returned at 17,864 
bales this year against 20,462 bales in the corresponding forecast of last year.

As reported in 
R preliminary forecast, the weather was generally favourable in its early 
stage in the eastern and northern districts, but was less so'in the western 
districts. Later on inadequate rainfall in the western districts during the 
growing period affected the yields, while in some eastern and northern 
Aistricts the early rise of the rivers during the monsoon period caused con- 
siderable damage to ripe paddy in the lowlying tracts. Afterwards, 
conditions were favourable for harvesting operation. On the whole, the 
season may be regarded as fairly favourable for these eros. 
Acreage.—The total area sown with the diff-rent /adoterops this year 
is reported to be 6,477,000 acres a8 agaist 5.939.400 aeres (revised) last year.
